DISSENTZTIAIENTF 
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Becavst that, though we believe, however Proteſt, 


wholly uninformed as a Houſe of Parliament, 


that dangerous Diſturbances have exiſted and 


do yet partially exiſt in ſome Southern Coun- 
ties of Ireland inimical to the Public Weal, 


and purporting to invade the Rights of the 


Clergy; and though we ſhall at all times be 
ready to ftand forth the Enemies of Riot, and 
the Protectors of the Church as by Law 
Eſtabliſhed, we conceive that the Remedy 
propoſed by this Law is of a Nature too deſ- 
perate to be uſeful, and of a Tendency too 
dangerous to be admiſſible. 


Becauſe we conceive that, previous to the 


enacting of any Law upon this delicate, 


complicated and important Subject, a Parlia- 
mentary Enquiry ſhould have been inftituted 
to aſcertain the Nature and Extent of the 
Evil to be remedied, and to inveſtigate its 


latent Cauſes; and we cannot but think that 


to proceed to violent Meaſures. without fuch 
I 2 Enquiry, 
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Enquiry, is irregular, unparliamentary and 
of dangerous Conſequence. 


Becauſe that, while We condemn and 
reprobate the turbulent Spirit which has gone 
forth and the Exceſſes committed by the 
Southern Inſurgents, we are perſuaded that 
the local Evil complained of is occaſioned by 
certain local Circumſtances grievous to a poor, 
unemployed and exhauſted People; and are 
firmly of Opinion that no coercive Law how- 
ever ſanguinary, can obviate or remove the 
Effects while the Cauſe remains unexplored ; 
and though we join in Opinion with thoſe 
who think that no Grievance ſhould be redreſ- 
ſed while the People remain diſobedient to 
the Laws, we cannot but apprehend that if 
any real Grievances do exiſt, they ought to be 


known to Parliament: and that, while on the 


one hand Obedience 1s extorted by Coercion, 
the People on the other ſhould be invited to 
Tranquillity by ſome Proſpect of Redreſs 
when they ſhall ceaſe to forfeit the Protection 
of the Legiſlature by oppoling the Laws. 


Becauſe we are perſuaded from our know- 
ledge of the humane Temper of our Country- 
men that the ſanguinary Clauſes of this Law 
will be rendered ineffectual by their too great 
Severity; and becauſe we are utterly averſe 
from increaſing ſtill farther that multitude of 
capital Offences by which our Statute Buoks 
are already diſgraced. 


Becauſe we conceive that the Clauſes which 
form the moſt confiderable Part, and, as it 
were, the Principle of this Law, and which 
are known in England by the Name of the 
Riot Act, are repugnant to the Spirit of a 
free Conſtitution, and could only be tolerated 
as a momentary Exertion ina period of immi- 
nent Danger to the State, ſuch as might in 
ſome ſort juſtify a ſhort Suſpenſion of conſti- 
tutional Energy, as in the Caſe of the Dicta- 
tor in the Roman Republic; a Situation to 
which we cannot for a Moment ſuppoſe this 
Country tobe reduced by the preſent wretched 
Inſurgents;—neither can we perceive the 
Force of the Argument that hecauſe ſuch a 
Law exiſts in England it ought to be imitated 
here;—Bad Precedents ſhould never be pro- 
duced as Arguments for Imitation; —they 
ought on the contrary to ſerve as Marks to 
point out the Perils we are to avoid; and it is 
notorious that this Law which was finall 
enacted in the Siſter Kingdom at a Period of 


imminent Danger to the Proteſtant Succeſſion 


from civil Commotion, avowed: Diſaffection 
and impending Rebellion, and in times of 
furious Party-Zeal, which, even in the beſt 
Cauſe, often hurries the beſt and wiſeſt Men 


too far, was and is reprobated and deteſted 
by the better Part of the Nation as a deform- 
ed Excreſcence upon the Conſti tution.— The 


Situations of the two Kingdoms are moreover 
wholly diſſimilar, and a Law which in its 
Operation may be inoffenſive in a Country 
bleſſed with the Preſence of its Sovereign, 


happy in an ancient, vigorous and rooted , 
Conſtitution, which by its internal Strength 

is capable of expelling and throwing off 
the baneful Effects of noxious Inſtitutions, 
ſtrengthened by an affluent, independent, 
well informed and undivided Yeomanry, and 
furniſhed with a Magiſtracy reſpectable in 
Property, Ability and public Eſtimation; may 
be to the laſt Degree dangerous ina Kingdom 
governed by delegated ſway, and by diſtant 
Councils, where the Conſtitution is ſtill weak 
from recent Renovation, where the People 
are not only miſerably poor and depreſſed, 
but ignorant, and divided in Religious 
Principle; where the Magiſtrates by the 
Confeſſion and Aſſertion of thoſe who favour 
the Meaſure, are wholly unequal even to the 
ordinary Buſineſs of their Office, and conſe- 
quently in the higheſt Degree unfit to be 
entruſted with the extraordinary and dange- 


rous Powers hereby veſted in them, and where 


many other Differences ſubſiſt too numerous, 
and perhaps of a Nature too delicate to be 
here detailed. 


Becauſe we conceive that a Riot Act can- 
not be uſeful or effectual to the End propoſed, 
in as much as according to our beſt Infor- 
mation it has been the Policy and Practice of 
the Inſurgents to avoid Prevention or Diſco- 
very by aſſembling themſelves at Night, a 
few Inſtances in the laſt Summer only except- 
ed, immediately to diſperſe upon any Appear. 
ance of Oppoſition, and ſeldom, if ever, to 
remain embodied long enough to give the 
Magiſtrate an opportunity of exerting the 
Powers granted him by this Law. If then this 
Act ſhould appear to be uſeleſs and inadequate 
to its oſtenſible Purpoſe, a Suſpicion may na- 
turally arife in the Minds of thoſe, whoſe 
Duty it is to be jealous, that it is intended 
rather to increaſe the Powers of the Crown 
than to quell the preſent Inſurrections. 


But even tho? it were to be granted, which 
we never can admit, that a Law of this Na- 
ture were uſeful and neceſſary in the Counties 
where theſe Enormities are ſaid to exiſt, as 
a deſperate Remedy to a Diſeaſe ſuppoſed to 
bas moſt malignant and dangerous Na- 
ture, the extending it to ſuch Parts of the 
Kingdom as are wholly free from any Malady 
appears to us a Meaſure fraught with Impru- 


dence, Injuſtice and Danger; ſuch Cauſticks 


as might poſſibly be ſalutary when confined 
to the morbid Limb, may be dangerous and 
even fatal when applied to the ſane Parts or 
extended to the entire Body. We therefore 
conceive that, both in Juſtice and in ſound 
Policy, this Law ought to be made local, and 
confined to thoſe Counties where alone it is 

ſaid to be neceſſary, : 


Becauſe we are inclined to fear that the 
ninth Section of this Act reſpecting the writ- 
ing, poſting or publiſhing, &c. is ſo looſely 
worded and ſo vague and uncertain in its 


meaning, that it may tend to involve in the 


— 
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guilt of Felony without benefit of Clergy, 

Perſons either wholly innocent or, at the 

moſt, not guilty of any Crime deſerving ex- 

treme Puniſhment.— How dangerous would 
ſuch Ambiguity be if this Country were ever 

to be curſed with an evil Adminiſtration ? 

and Experience teaches us that ſuch an Event 
is not impoſſible. 


Becauſe we are apprehenſive that by the 
eleventh Clauſe of this Act, an Effect may be 
produced contrary to the Intention of the 
Legiſlature, and equally prejudicial to the 
Clergy and to the People; in as much as it 
is to be feared that injudicious Men, ſome of 
which will ever be found in the beſt and 
moft reſpectable Claſſes of Mankind, may 
be hereby induced to revive certain obſolete 
Claims, which, tho* poſſibly not unfounded 
in point of Law, are certainly novel in point 
of Uſage, and would be, if their Succeſs were 
poſſible, ruinous in the Practice; by which 
odious and uſeleſs Revival, freſh Difputes 
would neceſſarily ariſe between the Pariſh. 
ioners and their Paſtor, to the Scandal and 
Detriment of Religion and of the Church, 
and to the Ruin and Deſolation of the Coun. 
try.—The Duration alſo of this Law appears 
to us to be prolonged beyond what 1s expedi. 
ent ;—an Act of this Nature ought, in our 
Opinion, to remain in Force as ſhort a Time 
as poſſible conſiſtently with the Cauſe for 
which it was enacted;—We therefore con- 
ceive that a Duration of three Years is much 
too long, but more eſpecially proteſt againſt 
the undefined Term expreſſed by thoſe inde. 
finite Words, © to the End of the then ne 
Seſſion of Parliament.“ 


For theſe Reaſons, which we are ſorry to 
ſay, a want of Confidence in the preſent Ad- 
miniſtration of this Country, ariſing ſolely 
from our Experience and Opinion of their 
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paſt Conduct, ſerves to impreſs fill, if poſ- 


ible, more torcibly upon our Hearts and upon 
our Underſtandings, we moſt ſolemnly pro- 
teſt againſt the Law which has now paſſed

DISSENTIENT. 


Becavse we conceive that whenever any proteſt. 
Law is propounded purporting to effect an 
eſſential Change in the internal Conſtitution 
of the Kingdom, ſufficient Time ſhould be 
allowed to the People to conſider and to dif- 
cuſs a Meaſure in which their Intereſts are ſo 
deeply concerned, a falutary Purpoſe which 
would beſt be obtained by propoſing ſuch 
Law in one Seſſion of Parliament, printing 
and promulgating the fame and deferring the 
Conhderation thereof to the next enſuing 
Seſhon; and we are well informed that in 
Caſes of this Nature ſuch has been the uſual 
Practice in the Parliament of the Sifter King- 
dom, the Wiſdom of whoſe Counſels ripened . 
by Experience is well worthy our Imitation; 
whereas on the con the Law which has 
now paſſed this Houſe, though evidently 
effecting an effential Alteration in the Police 
and Civil Government of this Country, induc- 
ing new Expenſes and innovating upon the 
ancient Forms and even upon the Eflence of 
our internal Conſtitution, has been brought 
forward at a late period of the Seſſion, pend- 
ing the Aſſizes, when the Lower Houſe muſt 
neceſſarily have been deprived of the Attend- 
ance of many of its moſt reſpectable Mem- 
bers, and has now come before us unauthen- 
ticated by the Confideration and Approbation 
of the People, and at a Time when the Late- 
neſs of the Seaſon and the Probability of an 
approaching Prorogation deprives us of that 
Leiſure for Inveſtigation which the high Im- 
portance of the Subject demands. 


Becauſe we apprehend that the Burthens 
of the People already ſcarcely tolerable, and 
the Influence of the Crown, the dangerous 
Extent of which Experience daily evinces, 
will de increaſed in an alarming Degree by a 
Law veſting in Government the Nomination

Becauſe that whereas we are convinced 
that nothing can ſo much tend to the Peace 
and good Order of the Community as that 
the Magiſtracy ſhould he rendered reſpectable, 
and whereas the Attainment of this moſt 
deſirable Purpoſe was alledged to be the prin- 
cipal Object of this Act, We conceive that the 
very contrary effect will be produced by the 
Repeal of that conſtitutional Law which re- 

uired certain Qualifications to entitle any 

erſon to exerciſe the Office of a Juſtice of 
the Peace, the Conſequence of which Repeal 
will be that the loweſt and moſt indigent of 
the People may be raiſed to this important 
Office to the utter Annihilation of all Reſſ 
and due Subordination, and to the abſolute 
Dependence of ſuch Magiſtrate upon thoſe by 
whom he has been tiominated ; and we can- 
not but fear that the Seſſions of the Peace; the 
Utility of which principally depends upon 
their being reſpected, when they ſhall be com- 
poſed of ſich Magiſtrates with whom no 
Gentleman will claſs himſelf, muſt neceſſarily 


fall into diſrepute and contempt, efpecially 


when there ſhall be grafted upon thent hetero- 
geneous Members from the Courts of Law, 
whoſe Competency to the Truſt aſſigned them 


may be meaſured by the Qualification requir- 


ed, namely fix Years ſtanding at the Bar, 


without the Acquiſition of Buſineſs either in 
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Poſſeſſion or in Expectation ſufficient to pre- 
vent their relinquiſhing their Profeſſion for 


an annual Salary of Three Hundred Pounds. 


Becauſe that whereas the extraordinary 


and alarming Powers veſted in the Magiſtrates 


by an Act which has paſſed in this Seſ- 
ſion, intitled, An Act to prevent tumultuous 
Riſings, &c. could alone be rendered ſome- 
what leſs alarming by the pledged Promiſe 
of Adminiftration that the Magiftracy ſhould 
be made more reſpectable, we now apprehend 
with the utmoſt Concern, that this' Promiſe 
has been ill performed by the preſent Meaſure, 
and eſpecially by the above mentioned Repeal 


of that ſalutary Law which ought, in our 
Opinion, rather to have been ſtrengthened by 


mcreaſing the Qualification and by aſcertain- 
ing it in the Manner leaſt liable to Fraud or 
Deception. By this Repeal co-operating with 
the Riot Act, the Lives of their Fellow-ſubjects 
will be intruſted to the Diſcretion of Magiſ- 
trates who may be choſen fom the very Dregs 
of the People; and indeed the Framers of this 


Act have ſufficiently evinced and declared 
their Intentions in this reſpect by their provi- 


dent Proviſion of ample Protection for ſuch 
Magiſtrates as might otherwiſe have been 
liable to the Danger and Diſgrace of Arreſt. 
Becauſe we conceive that by the fourth and 
fifth enacting Clauſes of this Act, under the 
ſpeeious and conſtitutional Title of Chief and 


 Sub-Conſtables, a real unconſtitutional Mili- 


tary Force is eftabliſhed throughout the 
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Country, immediately under the Control of 
the Crown, in as much as its Chief Officers are 
to be appointed by Government, the Influence 
of which Officers over their Soldiers will be 
more effectually ſecured even than that ot 
the Officers of his Majeſty's Army, ſince the 
Pay of the Soldier is made to depend upon the 
Certificate of the Captain, diſguiſed under 
the Name of Chief Conſtable. Theſe Troops 
forſaking the ancient conſtitutional guiſe of 
Peace Officers, are to be armed at all points, 
and to do Duty as well by Day as by Night, 
and on Foot or on Horſeback, differing from 
the Standing Army only in this, that they are 
not annually voted nor ſubject to an annual 
Mutiny Law : And whereas we have hereto- 
fore proteſted againſt an Act for eſtabliſhing 
an Armed Police in the City of Dublin as a 
Meaſure unconſtitutional in its Tendency, 
with ftill more Reaſon and with far more 
Vehemence we do now proteſt againſt this 
Extenſion of the ſaid Law, which we look 
upon to be infinitely more dangerous to Pub- 
lic Liberty than when its Operation was con- 
fined within the Bounds of the Metropolis. 
New Danger will alſo by this Extenſion be 
ſuperadded to the already dangerous Riot Act; 
by that Law the Civil and Military Powers 
are kept diſtinct, and the Magiſtrate himſelf 
muſt give Notice to his Fellow-citizens of 
their impending Danger, whereas by the pre- 
ſent Act that neceſſary Diſtinction is intirely 
done away, and the fatal Proclamation may 
be read by the commanding Officer nominat- 
ed and paid by the Crown. 
» Becauſe we apprehend that by this Ar- 
eng an alarming and unconſtitutional 
Influence will be given to the Crown in 
County Elections, in as much as not to men- 
tion the obvious Influence which will accrue 
from the Nomination of the Lawyer, the 
Sub-Conſtables who will be, as we have before 
obſerved, dependent upon their Officer ap- 
2 by Government, are all of them to 
Proteſtants; and it is notorious that in 
many of the Southern and Weſtern Counties 
almoſt every Proteſtant is a Freeholder, and 
that the number of Electors is notwithſtand- 
ing ſo ſmall that very great Influence may be 
produced by the Management even of a few 
Votes, which Votes as well as the Number of 
Troops, tho' at preſent we are taught to be- 
lieve they will be kept within ſome Bounds, 
may however be increaſed in a moſt alarming 
Degree, at the Wilt of Government, by the 
Power veſted in the Lord Lieutenant and 
Council to divide every County, if they ſhall 
deem it expedient, into Diſtricts not exceeding 
a ſingle Barony or Half Barony, in each of 
which Diſtricts may be eſtabliſhed an armed 
Company of fixteen with an Officer at its 
Head, appointed and paid by the Crown. 


| Becauſe we apprehend that this formidable 
Military Force, tho' in the firſt Inftance under 
the Control of the Crown, will probably by 
Degrees be ſubjected to the Influence of the 
leading Nobles and Gentlemen of the ſeveral 
B b 2 Counties, 
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Counties, ſuch Perſons being the moſt likely 


to obtain the Nomination of Chief, and even 


of Sub=Conſtables; in which Caſe an Ariſto- 
cracy of the moſt alarming Nature would be 
eſtabliſhed; equally dangerous to the Liber- 
ties of the People and to the Powers of the 
Crown: We. therefore proteſt againſt this 
Meaſure on behalf of the People, as it appears 
to us to be fraught with the utmoſt Danger 
to their conſtitutional Rights, and on behalf of 
the Crown as it tends to eſtabliſh an Armed 
Ariſtocracy. 


Becauſe that whereas the perfect and per- 
petual Connection between the Siſter King- 
dom is and ever has been, next to our Coun- 
try's Freedom, the deareſt Wiſh of our Hearts, 
we cannot but apprehend that the preſent 
Meaſure is dangerous to that Connection 
which will beſt be ſecured by a fimilarity of 
Laws and internal Polity. And we are firmly 
of Opinion that this great and ſalutary Pur- 
poſe would be beſt inſured; and every end 


for which this Law is ſaid to be calculated, 


beſt attained by aſſimilating, as far as local 
Circumſtances will permit, the civil Regula- 
tions of both Countries. By ſuch Aſſimilation 
we ſhould profit of the Wiſdom and Experi- 
ence of the beſt regulated Country which any 
where exiſts, where Freedom and good Order 
go hand in hand, and without having recourſe 
to new, harſh and dangerous Experiments, 
ſhould lead, and, if neceſſary, compel our 
People to Tranquillity without hurting their 
Feelings or endangering their Liberties. 


Becauſe that whatever Reaſons may be 
urged in favor of this Law, reſpecting thoſe 
Counties where dangerous and diſgraceful 
Riots have for ſome time paſt ſubſiſted, no 
poſſible Argument can be produced for ex- 
tending its burthenſome and arbitrary Influ- 
ence into thoſe Parts of Ireland which are 
perfectly quiet, where the People are amen- 
able to the Laws, where the Seſſions are reſ- 


| peCtable and well attended, and where the 


Magiſtrates are aCtive and attentive to their 
Duty; and tho' we have been told that there 
is at preſent no Intention in Government to 
extend it beyond the Bounds of the tumultu- 
ous Counties, we are firmly of Opinion that 


the Power of ſuch dangerous and unneceſſary 
Extenſion ſhould not be given, unleſs perhaps 
upon Petition from the Grand Juries.— This 
Sword ſuſpended over their Heads muſt ne- 
ceſſarily keep the People in perpetual Alarm; 
and ſhould Ireland at any time hereafter be 
curſed with an evil Adminiſtration, Jealous of 
our recovered Rights, hoſtile to the Independ- 
ence of the Conſtitution, and deſirous to de- 
preſs and ſubjugate that Spirit of Freedom 
which ean alone ſecure its Permanency, it 
would be eaſy to ſuppoſe or even to create 
Diſturbances in the moſt peaceable Parts for 
the Purpoſe of extending unconſtitutional In- 
fluence and arbitrary Counſels. 


We therefore moſt ſolemnly proteſt againſt 
the paſſing this Law as inadequate and even 
contradictory to its oſtenſible Purpoſe ; as ar- 
bitrary and unconſtitutional in its Tendency; 
as burthenſome to an already impoveriſhed 
People; as highly dangerous in the Powers it 
confers, and as ſubverſive of the ancient Po- 
lice of this Kingdom; and we hold ourſelves 
ee by this our ſolemn Proteſt to leave no 
egal and conſtitutional Means untried to pro- 
cure its Repeal, and to prevent, as far as in us 
lies, thoſe pernicious Effects which we dread 
from 1ts Operation.

Petition for nin Fayle, formerly of the City of Dublin, and 

4 late of Gosfort in the County of Southampton 
in the Kingdom of Great Britain, but now

and in as much as the new Charges on the Eſ- 


tabliſhment have been diftributed to Mem- 


bers of Parliament or to their immediate Con- 
nections, and this too at a critical Conjunc- 
ture, when the Idea of combating an Oppoſi- 
tion to the Will of the Miniſter by Increaſe 
of national Expenſe was publicly avowed, 
neither have ſuch of thoſe Meaſures as have 
proceeded to the Deprivation of Office or 


Penſion been attended with any Charge of 


Official or 2 Neglect, nor with any 
Change in the Condition of the Perſon ſo de- 
prived, nor has any Cauſe whatſoever been 
advanced or preſumed excepting only their 
Parliamentary Conduct, and we are the ra- 
ther inclined to believe ſuch Conduct to have 
been the ſole Cauſe, as the Principle of mak- 
ing Members of Parliament Victims of their 


Votes has not only been adopted but ex- 


preſſed. 
2. That, though the Diſmiſſal of Perſons 


from Place or Penſion for their Parliamentary 


Conduct, and the Multiplication of Offices, 
or rather of Salaries with the Name of Office, 
for unconſtitutional Purpoſes, are Meaſures 
not new to this Country, having ever been 
the ſad and only Expedient of corrupt Mini- 
ſters, yet muſt we obſerve, that we cannot re- 
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collect any Period when, in ſo ſhort a Time, ſo 
many of theſe Grievances have been crowded 
together, and inflifted upon the Nation. 


3. That à Policy fo venal and vindictive, 
eſtabliſhed on Principles both of Coercion 
and Corruption; muſt in this Country, it 
ſuffered to take Root, by the worſt Means 
render any Miniſter completely abſolute, in 
as much as by creating on every Occahon 
ſuch as his own Folly and Preſumption may 
ſuggeſt, Places and Penſions, and annual 
Gratifications, with Names annexed, he muſt 
in the End totally deſtroy the Balance of the 
Conſtitution, and make the two Houſes of 
Parliament his Repreſentatives only, not the 
Repreſentatives of their own Honor or of the 
People; to which important Conhderation 
may be added, that a Policy of this Nature 
is the more dangerous in Treland, becauſe we 
have not as yet been able from the Oppoſi- 
tion of Miniſters, to obtain thoſe prudent Acts 
which in England exiſt, and check its Opera- 
tion, ſuch as a Place and Penſion Bill, in 
Conſequence whereof we are expoſed to many 
Dangers, againſt which the Wiſdom of Eng- 
land has fortified her Conſtitution. The 
Miniſters in Ireland may make not only their 
public Errors, but even their private Paſſions 
and corrupt Affections, the ignominious Cauſe 
of loading the 1ri/: Eſtabliſhment. 


4. That whereas we were, by the general 
Declarations of our late Viceroy, confirmed 
in a Belief that the Expenſes of this Country 
were exceſſive, and by thoſe fame Declara- 
tions taught to expect a Reduction, thus hav- 
ing his own Authority, if that were neceſſary, 
not only againſt the Expenſes which he found, 
but againſt the Corruptions which he ſuper- 
added, we ſhould think ourſelves deficient in- 
deed in our public Duty, if we did not declare 
our cordial Diſapprobation of thoſe enormous 
Charges which Miniſters themſelves have 
not heſitated to condemn even while they 
increaſed them. | 


g. That as we ſhall ever be ready to check 
Licentiouſneſs in whatever Quarter it may 
make its Appearance, ſo ſhall we more 
eſpecially be ardent in our Endeavours to 


check the Licentiouſneſs of Miniſters in the 
e of the National Treaſure, an 


Offence which, in its Effect, is not of ſhort 
Duration, but intails upon us permanent and 
prodigal annual Charges with all their atten- 
dant baneful Influence, and ultimately tends 
to bring about a Diſſolution of public Virtue as 
well as of conſtitutional e ſetting up 
in the Place of both, Maxims of Government 
falſe and frivolous, inſolent and diſſolute; and 
we cannot avoid expreſſing our Opinion, that 
the preſent Miniſters of the Crown, having 
ſhewn themſelves particularly indignant at the 
Idea of popular Exceſſes, are when they commit 
Miniſterial Exceſſes, expoſed to more than 
ordinary Obſervation and Animadverſion. 


6. That the Attempts to extend venal In- 
fluence beyond the Limits and Decency of 
former Times, have been accompanied with 
Attempts to advance Principle and Doctrine 
beyond the Tone and inconfiſtent with the 
Tenor of the Conſtitution. For all theſe 
Reaſons we ſhould hold ourſelves inexcuſable 
to our Country, to our King, and to our own 
Honor, if under the Conviction we now feel, 
the Alarms we now entertain, we ſhould not- 
ſeize the earlieſt Opportunity of laying at the 
Feet of our moſt gracious Sovereign ſuch In- 
formation as it is our bounden Duty to afford 
him, and of expreſſing our humble Determi- 
nation, a Determination which cannot fail of 
being approved by the benignant Father of his 
People, to purſue ſuch loyal and conſtitu- 
tional Steps as may relieve our Country from 
the Grievances which have been lately in- 
flicted on her, and from the Danger of a Re- 
petition of the ſame. *'_ 


We have alſo thought it expedient by 
the propoſed Amendment, to obtain the Senſe 
of Miniſtry under the preſent Chief Gover- 
nor, on the Subject of the Redreſs of National 
Grievance, to the End that we might either 
Co-operate with them towards the Attain- 
ment of ſuch Redreſs, or by our own fincere 
and humble, but perſiſting Efforts, endeavour 
to adminiſter Relief to the People of Ireland.

Bxcausk we conceive, that the Power of Proteſt. 


granting Penſions was originally veſted in 
the Crown, to enable the Sovereign, whom the 
Conſtitution regards as the Fountain of Grati- 
fication and of Mercy, to promote public 
Virtue by rewarding eminent Services and 
tranſcendent Merit, and to relieve the Diſ- 
treſs into which Men of ancient and illuftri- 
ous Family may have fallen without any Fault 
of their own; and we are firmly perſuaded 
that if Penſions were to be thus only applied, 
inſtead of Diſgrace and Grievance they would 
become an Honour and Advantage to the 
Country, and that the National Expenſe, 
which would by this Reſtriction be reduced 
to a comparative Trifle, would be borne and 
provided for with the utmoſt Alacrity, the 
wanton Application and profuſe Exorhitancy 
of ſuch Gratuities, and not the Power of 
granting them, having ever been the Ohject 
of Complaint and Animadverſion, the Pen- 
ſion Liſt, and not the Penſion Eſtabliſhment. 


Becauſe we conceive, that from his Rank 
and Circumſtances, no Man had ever yet a 
ſtronger and more rightful Claim to the 
royal Bounty than the Lord Viſcount, Strang- 
ford, in conſequence of which, and of the 
unanimous Addreſs of this Houſe, a-Penſion 
of four Hundred Pounds per Annum was, 
by his Majeſty's humane Goodneſs and gra- 
cious Condeſcenſion to the Wiſhes of his faith- 
ful Subjects, the Peers of this Realm, granted 
to him, of which Penſion, however, he has been 
lately deprived without any Cauſe whatſo- 
ever having been aſſi gned for ſuch Depriva- 
tion. | 

Becauſe that when a Penſion has been 
granted to a Member of this Houle in conſe- 
quence of an Addreſs from the Lords, we 
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humbly conceive, that to adviſe his Majeſty 
to revoke ſaid Penſion without previouſly ac- 
quainting their Lordſhips with ſuch Inten- 
tion, and with the Reaſons of ſuch Revoca- 
tion, is highly diſreſpe&ful to Parliament, and 
derogating from the Dignity of this Houſe. 


Becauſe we have every Ground to believe, 


that in the preſent Inſtance, the Lord Viſ- 


count Strangford has been deprived of his 
Penſion on Account of his Conduct in Parlia- 
ment, as well from the Silence of Miniſters 
reſpecting the Cauſe of this public Mark of 
his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure, as becauſe at the 


Period of ſaid Deprivation, and of many 


others evidently on the ſame Account, we 
have ſeen Penſions and Places, ſome of them 
created for the Occaſion, and even the higheſt 
Favours of the Crown laviſhed with a more 
than uſual Indecency of Profuſion and corrupt 
Extravagance, manifeſtly with the View of 
obtaining undue Influence in Parliament; Mi- 
niſtry having thus evinced the Tendency of 
their Puniſhments by that of their Rewards; 
neither can we, on this Occaſion, avoid la- 
menting the additional Conviction which 
every Day brings along with it, of the Juſtice 
of our Apprehenſions, that the aforeſaid Mea- 
ſures, together with many others which have 
for ſome Time paſt unceaſingly alarmed us, 
are to be conſidered only as Parts of a gene- 
ral Syſtem to undermine the Liberties of this 
Country by Corruption, and to overthrow, by 
ſapping them from within, thoſe Bulwarks of 
our Conſtitution which are too ſtrong to be 
OY with any Probability of Suc- 
cels. ;

his Majeſty and the Court of Spain, directed 
his Miniſter at Madrid to claim ſuch full and 


adequate Satisfaction, as the Nature of the 


Caſe evidently requires. And his Majeſty 
having alſo received Information, that conſi- 
derable Armaments were carrying on in the 
Ports of Spain, judged it indiſpenſably neceſ- 
ſary to give Orders for making ſuch Prepa- 
rations, as may put it in his Majeſty's Power 
to act with Vigour and Effect in Support of 
the Honor of his Crown, and the Intereſts 
of his People. 


His Majeſty entertains the ſtrongeſt Defire 
for the Maintenance of Peace on juſt and 
honorable Grounds, and he has directed me 
to aſſure you, that no proper Steps ſhall be 
omitted by him, which may conduce to this 
Object. But if unfortunately his Majeſty's 
Endeavours ſhould not be ſucceſsful, he has 
the fulleſt Reliance on the cordial and effec- 
tual Support of his Parliament of Ireland, in 
the Proſecution of ſuch Meafures, as may 
eventually become neceſſary for the Honor of 


his Crown and for the Protection of the eſſen- 


tial 
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tial Rights of all his Subjects, and the com- 
mon Intereſts of the Empire. 


Convinced that the ſame Regard for his

. Becaust the ſaid Act recites an Act of the 
fifteenth and ſixteenth Years of his preſent 
Majeſty, enacted againſt Wood-ſtealers, and 
imports to remove Doubts ariſing upon the 
Conſtruction of the ſaid recited Act, whereby 
certain Penalties are enacted againſt Perſons 


who ſhall cut down or deſtroy, or lop, top, 


or otherwiſe damage any Timber Tree or 
Fruit Tree, or who ſhall have in his, her or 
their Polleffion any Timber Tree or any 
Kind of Wood, Underwood, Poles, Sticks of 
Wood, Shoots or Young Trees, Shrubs, 
Plants or Roots, and ſhall not give a fatis- 
factory Account that he, ſhe or they came ho- 
neſtly by the ſame; and alſo againſt all Per- 
ſons who ſhall make uſe of any Gads, Withs, 
Bows or Backbands made of Wood, or his or 
their Ploughs, Harrows, Cars, Carts, Har- 
neſs or Tackle, or in whoſe Cuſtody or Poſ- 
ſeſhon any Gads or Withs ſhall be had or 
found, or who ſhall make Uſe of any Scollops 
of Oak or Aſh, or any other Timber Trees for 
thatching of Houſes; and in order to remove 
ſuch pretended Doubts, imports to enact, 
that every Tenant and Occupier of Land in 
Ireland, ſhall in every Reſpect be liable to 
the ſaid ſeveral Penalties preſcribed by the 
ſaid recited Act, in like Manner with all 
other Perſons who are not Tenants or Occu- 
piers of the Lands, whereas no Doubt has 
ariſen or can ariſe, that Tenants or Occu- 
piers of Land are not ſubject to the Penalties 
of the ſaid recited Act, the ſame evidently 
extending only to Wood-ftealers and Treſ- 
paſſers, and not to Perſons having an Eſtate 
in the Lands who ſhall commit Waſte. Thus 
ſo far as this Act extends, ſanctifying and eſ- 
tabliſhing a Rule of Conſtruction in this 
Country of a Statute highly penal and arbi- 
trary; which cannot be ſupported by any 
Principle; and which has been reprobated 
by repeated ſolemn Adjudications of the Courts 
of Law in Great Britain and Treland. 


2. Becauſe the ſaid AQ not only in- 
Aits ſuch Penalties indiſcriminately upon 
every reſident Subject of Ireland having an 
Eſtate in Land, who may be ſuppoſed to 


have committed Waſte by felling or injuring 
Trees, but exteads the ſame Penalties to the 
Exerciſe of clear exiſting Rights, incident to 
his Eftate by the common Law, and of Rights 
which may exiſt under particular Covenants, 
and the better to give Effect to this Arbitrary 
and unexampled Syſtem of Oppreſſion, de- 
prives him of his beſt and deareſt Birth- 
Rights: Firſt, by aſſuming his Guilt and 
putting him to the Neceſſity of proving that 
he is innocent, in order to eſcape the Penal- 
ties of the Act, which are to be adjudged 
againſt him at the Proſecution, and on the 
Teſtimony of a common Informer. And ſe- 
condly, having thus ſubverted the vital Prin- 
ciples of criminal Juſtice, by depriving him of 
his Right of Trial by his Peers, and ſubject- 
ng him to the Juriſdiction of a fingle Ma- 
giſtrate, who is made the ſole Judge of the 
Law and Arbiter of the Fact. 


3. Becauſe the ſaid Act conveys a broad 
and direct Cenſure upon the whole Body of 
the Landholders of /reland, „that they are 
« a lawleſs and a ſavage Race of Men, in- 
« ſenſible of the Bleſſings and unworthy of 
« the Protection of a free Government.” A 
Cenſure unſupported by Evidence, unfounded 
in Fact and diſgraceful to the national Cha. 
racter, for which Reaſons we make our Pro- 
teſt, that if hereafter this Act ſhall be drawn 
into Example for the Purpoſe of promoting 
Deſigns of a pernicious and fatal Tendency, 
public or private, Poſterity may know, that 


we have endeavoured to prevent the Eſtabliſh. - 


ment of a Precedent ſo dangerous, oppreſhve 
and alarming.
